1 . Applicant's arguments filed on March 21 , 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Amended independent claims 1 1 and 18 change scope of 
claims 1 1 and 18. Therefore, scopes of dependent claims 13-17, 20-24 also change. 
Also, see applicant's argument on pages 4-5. Therefore, further consideration and/or 
search would be needed. 



2. Applicant asserts on pages 5-7, regarding claims 11, 18, and 25: 

"The Office Action has asserted that. . . would have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill and has attempted 
to take Official Notice in support of same. Applicant 
respectfully submits that the Office Action has improperly 
attempted to rely on conclusions based on an assessment 
by the Examiner of what would be basic knowledge or 
common sense in the relevant art. Such reliance is improper 
in the absence of sufficient supporting evidence. Applicant 
respectfully submits that the Examiner must point to some 
concrete evidence in the record in support of the assertion 
by the Office Action that this feature of independent claim 1 1 
is obvious. See, e.g., In re Zurko, 59 U.S.P.Q.ZD 1693 (Fed. 
Cir. 2001). Applicant respectfully submits that this evidence 
has not been presented and requests that it be presented by 
the Examiner." 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. It is not accurate to state that Examiner has 
attempted to take Official Notice or based on Examiner's knowledge because Examiner 
did not. In fact, Applicant admitted that prior to the time of filing, it was well known to 
minimize noise of buzzer (i.e., In order to. . . . Existing solutions, see instant

Pearson also discloses the value of resistor (17) and capacitor (19) may vary. Coupling 
network of admitted prior art in view of Pearson is capable to perform claimed function.
